News from North China is the reverse of 
encouraging, Within the past few days we 
buve heard that the rebellious chiefs, Prince, 
Tuan and General TunG FUHsiane are 
actually attempting. o prevent by force of 
arms the rolurn of the Imperial Court to 
Peking. The former is reported to be. 
marching on Peking itself, while the latter 
is-said to be going to Taiyuanfu. The first 
part of the story does not’ seem probable, 
upless Prince Tuan .possesues some remark. 
ablo power of locomotion, for be was but a 
short time ago in the recesses of Mongolia. 
That Toxo Fousiane, however, is making 
for Taiyuanfu is supported by the: appeal, 
' dated the 10th ult. of the Roman Catholic 
_ Vicar-Genoral there for German troops to 
defend the place. Considering the advanced 
atate of the evacuation proceedings, it is 


difficult to see how the Vicar-General expects ' 


German forces suddenly to reach the heart 
of Bhans}. It is of course eminently desir- 
able that-n0 auti-Imperial army ehould 
occupy 60 important x point between Hsianfu 
"and Peking as is Taiyuanfu. But a march 
of European troops into Shunsi, unless at 
the desire. of the Chinese Government, would. 
certainly precipilate a worse crisis than 
.-ever. If Tuiyuanfu is actually threatened, 
it should be defended by the Imperial army, 
whatever that may now be, or batter by the 
drilled troops of the Viceroys of Chibli and 
the Hu Kuang, The loyal Viceroys have 
at their disposa] far better Chinese soldiers 
thpn any General Tune Funsiana can now 
-eommaid. The-Allies should of course do 
allythat is in their power to assiat the party 
oforder. In some degree, at least, we have 
helped to disorganisc the military and police 
system of China, so that it becomes our 
duty, a8 well as our advantage, to do all we 
can to build it up again on a sounder basis. 
The main difficulty in the position les in 

_ tbe fact that the Imperial Court, whose 
retumn to Peking is so essential to the 
welfare of China, cannot be stirred up to 
cast ceremonial to thé winds and leave Heian 
at once. .

A soldier was 
started with a verbal order across this zone. 
Within thirty. yards he fell dead. Another 
soldier instantly dushed out with the meskage, 
and he fell likewise.. Like clockwork a third 
soldier ran out, and there was a roar of cheers 
from the Allies as the brave Japanese made the 
trip in safety. - 


The Manila Times special correspondent thus 
deseribes the recently surrendored insurgent 
General Cailles :—He is built in a slight mould 
with delicate features, His. hair is jet black, 
his eyes penetrating, and he has what the ladies 
would call a “duck of a moustache. »* On tho 
wholo his appearance je decidedly prepossessing 
if slightly theatrical, an adjunct that is in- 
dispensible as regards Eestern nations. The 
blood of ‘his Parisian father and his Bombay 
mother distinguish him from the Filipino natives 
around him. In address he is’ courteous with 
the extreme Spanish courtesy, but it is not 
overdone.

The Municipal Health Oitiver at Singapore 
reports a serious outbreak .of malarial fever 
among the coolies employed on the Kallang 
Extension Works. Prior to the importation of 
a number of Panjubis from Assam in the 
beginning of March, malarial fever ‘hed been 
unknown among tho Javaneso employed et 
Kallang, but they began to be attacked’soon 
after the arrival of the Punjabis. On oxauin- 
ing the Punjabis, many werd found td” -be 
suffering from exlarged spleens and avwmic 
with o previous history of malarial fovor. That 
the ‘infection was not contracte] from the 
turning up of tlio soil ia clear from tho: fact 
that the Chinese who were chiefly employed in 


this work escaped and Javanese who wero not. 


employed in excavation were attacked. Tho 
Javanese and, Punjabi querters wore imime- 
diately: adjacent to each other—in one ‘case 
Javaneso and Punjabis oceupicd separate 
portions of the same building. Specimens of 
mosquitoes were collected and examined and 
the anopholes-indentitied. Blood from one 
of these mosquitoes was'found to contain the 
parasite. It seems highly probable that the 
disease was introduced by the Punjubis and 
conveyed from them to tho other coolies by the 
mosquitocs. Mosqnito-curtains havo been pro- 
vided, and s quantity of quinino and ‘other 
medicines stipplied. Recommendations have 
algo been mado to have certain of the quarters 
limewushed, and other quarters, erected in the 
vicinity of pools where ra0squitoes are Likely’ to | 
breed, removed to another site, and erected on 
a different plan. A number of the sufferers 
have left and their pleccs taken by others, but 
the disease seems to haye been checked by ‘the 
precautions faken. =”

INDIANS IN SOUTH AFRICA.

The Indian Colonists in the Transvaal and 
the Orange River Colony, prior to the British 
conquest of the Boer States, were laced under 
certain disabilities by the special legislation 
which had boon framed to restrict their Tights 
and liberties, and they appealed more than once 

of State for the British 
Colonies, complaining of the weight and irk- 
someneas ofthe yoke which the re placed 
upon thom. .A short abstract of . the laws, 
which clipped the Indian Colonist undor Boor 
regime, is 98 follows :—Every Indian was 
compelled to take ont a Registration Ticket 
for £3; when the officials trested the Indians 
as the natives of the soil, _ they incisted 
upon their taking out shilling travelling 
passes; the railway regulations prevented 
Indians from travelling first or second class; 


no Indinn could own native gold, or take out a, 


This ‘did not operate os & 
hardship, as the Indians did not go in for 
speculation. Law 3, of 1885, gare the Govern- 
ment the right to point out. to the Indians, for 
sanitary purposes, certain. locations for habita- 
tion. Au attempt was made before the War ta 
send away al! the Indians in Jobanuesburg to 
a location nearly five miles from the central 
part of the town, whore it was pro| osed to 
restrict their trade plso. . Certain byo-laws 
in Pretoris prevented the-use by the Indians 
of foot-paths and pabiie ‘vehicles, In the 
late Orange Free State, the disabilities vere 
not quite so numerous. but were sufficiently 
so ¢o prevent an Indian orading, or 
owning property, or settling in the country. 
On the demolition’ ‘of the Boer Governments, 
tha Indian population looked. for brighter times 
and less hareh treatment, but te their mortitica-_ 
tion and disappointment, the British conquerors 
have, for the prosent at all events, unearthed 
alltha ordinances of the late owners of the 
country, and enforced them with strict British 
regularity...

. HIOGO AND OBAKA. 

Mr. Consul Hall in the just published report 
- A’special interest attaches to the figures of 
the- foreign trade of ths district during 1899 
aa compared with previous years. For last 
year was the first in Japan’s new career under 
the revised treaties which throw open the whole 
country to foreigners for residence und trade, 
and at the same time raised tlie rate of the old 
5 per cent. tariff ander which the commerce of 
the country had made such giant strides to a 
stiff protectionist rate of more than treble that 
amount on the average.
